An effort is
being made to have all of them
appear at the auditorium at
least for a short time, accord-
ing to C. Earl Conner, comman-
der of the local Veterans of For-
ecign Wars post, .chairman of
the committee appointed by Ma-
yor W. H. Tolson to handle the
affair,

Other members of the com-
mittee are James Brodie, com-
mander of the American Legion
post No. 170, Capt. R. L. Lewel-
len and Miss Lute Fraser.

The public reception is open
to all, and sufficient time will
be given to introduce the varl-
ous returned veterans before a
dance which will round’out the
evening.

The employees, represented by
Oil Workers International 128,
CIO, had demanded take home
pay for a 40-hour week equal

Company officials said = this
would ‘afmount to 38 cents per
hour.

The union members started
voting yesterday at 4 pm. and
the ballot was counted -shortly
before 6:30 p.m. yesterday.

The vote, reported by union
officials, was 219 to return to
work pending negotiations with
the company; 47 to-stay-out-on
strike. There were seven void
ballots. There were approximate-
ly 800, workers qualified to vote,
according to union authorities.

While the employees said they
were ready to return to work
today, pending the completion
of negotiations, J. D. Spauld-
ing, works manager, contacted
by the, Torance Herald last
night, said that there is “nothing
we can say because they have
not informed us of their action.”

He' said that the plant could

not be reopened until picket
lines are removed and the com-
pany is notified of the decision
to go back to work. *
